GROWING OLDER? 


From a life table that has just 
appeared if England, it seems that 
since 1772 the longevity of.the Eng- 
lish people bas sensibly increased. 
Whether from the operation of the 
publie health act, or from the gen- 
eral attention to health which pro- 
duced the act, or from an unob- 
served change in the ways of the 
people akin to the development of 
temperance noW going on, or from 
one of those alterations in the viru- 
lence of disease which have repeat- 
edly occurred in history, the mor- 
tality from epidemic diseases sud- 
denly declined, till the mean mer- 
tality in England, which between 
1838-54 had been 22.5 per 1,000, 
dropped in 1876-80 to 20.8, and in 
dropping still, the mean death rate 
of 1881-82 being only 19.3, a total 
improvement of very nearly one- 
seventh, This increased longevity 
is not, it is true, quite equally di- 
vided between the sexes. Owing 
to causes which are still only par- 
_ tially ascertained, but which prob- 
ably have some relation to the ex- 
tra liability of women during the 
child-bearing period of life, females 
- benefit most by improved sanitary 
conditions, and the total progress 
affected may be broadly stated 
thus: Men live two years longer 
than they did 30 years ago, and 
women three years and four months 
longer, a difference, we need not 
say, quite large enough to be per- 
ceptible in human life. The very 
old live longer—that is, of course, 
they are strouger, less liable to that 
senile feebleness and degeneracy 
‘which struck our ancestors as their 
natural condition. They decay, of 
course, and lose powers of all kinds, 
but they no longer sink into a 
second childhood, but, except when 


overworked, die, so to speak, stand- 
ing as only heroes used todo. We 


see men and women now-a-days 
over 80 with all their faculties in- 
tact, able to converse, to eat well 
and to walk, and with a decided 
and admitted influence on the af- 
fairs amidst which they live. This 
is the more striking because the in- 
creased longevity of the very aged 
is not shared by the old. Among 
both men and women, the chance of 
survival between 25 and 70, has not 
increased, but has rather, if any- 
thing, declined. People of that age 
do not benefit so much by the re- 
duced power of epidemics; they feel, 
unless exceptionally strong, the in- 
fluences, such as sudden falls of 
temperature, over which sciences 
have little power, and they deci- 
dedly suffer from the increase of 
worry andanxiety, which, among 
men and women with grown fami- 
lies, so markedly characterizes 
modern life. It is, however, in 
youth and early maturity that the 
improvement is most marked. The 
man’s chance of life is increased 
most decidedly between 5 and 35, 
and the woman’s between 5 and 55.

That Washington’s coat-of-arms 
and crest furvished the original 
ideal for the stars and stripes aud 
spread eagle, our national emblems, 
and that these were the heraldic in- 
signia of the old English ancestry, 
which is traced to a time that was 
contemporaneous with Columbus, 
are facts virtually unknown.
